Bishop Leonard, of the Episcopal

Tin- lolunteer force 
consisted of 10,017 .-.iT.ccrs and 213,218 
enlisted men. a tola] of 223,235, who 
were engaged la Ike v,;ir. The deaths 
numbered 148 oSci rs ;.r,d 4,386 men. 

In the list of olli. us killed In action, 
Kansas and South Dakota lead with 
three each and Mebi :i>ka bad two, while 
no other state ha,! more than one. Of 
enlisted men killed it, action or dying 
from wounds raeetred in action, Ne- 
braska lost 32, Kan.-as 3,1, and South 
Dakota 24. New Vork lost 15, while 26 
of the states had no losses. 

In the total aaaibt* of enlisted men 
who died from a'. I causes New York 
leads with 417, Illinois 2S1, Massachu- 
setts 874, Tennsvlvania 239, Ohio 225 
and Michigan 2t 5. Nevada lost but one

ANCIENT RUINS DISCOVERED.

In constructing irrigation ditches 
for tbe government on the recently 
opened Ute reservation Thomas n. Wig- 
glesworth unearthed ancient ruins of 
a unique character. Mr. Wiggleswortb 
indicates that they are of the highest 
scientific importance. He is a civil en- 
gineer who has lived many years in 
southwestern Colorado and is well 
trained in archaeological research. 

Tradition and other evidence leads 
to the belief that the cliff dwellers were 
the immediate forerunners of the mod- 
ern Indians. Mr. Wigglesworth be- 
lieves ruins found by him were un- 
doubtedly inhabited by n partially civ- 
ilized people differing widely in habits 
from the races tliev preceded. It l» bis 
opinion that this earlier race lived in 
the fertile valleys and inhabited adobe 
■ ng. he said:

"In carrying forward the work on the 
large canal recently ordered by the 
government for the l.'lcs we uncovered 
the foundation of a circular structure 
which had one story underground. It 
is my opinion thai the principal houses 
of these unknown people were two 
stories in height— one story above 
ground and one story below. The ruins 
which we excavated are perfectly 
round, and the foundations are as solid 
as the day they ncre completed. It 
was apparently built tens of thousands 
of years ago. I can point out hundreds 
of mounds of a nature similar to the 
one we opened.

I GOOD COAL IN CUBA 
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WOULD ABOLISH LOCK STEP.

The abolition of the lock step and 
convict stripes in tbe prisons of the 
state is recommended by the state pris- 
on commission, of which Lispenard 
Stewart, of New York city, is presi- 
dent. In its annual report to be sub- 
mitted to the legislature tbe commis- 
sion contends that the chief object of 
imprisonment is the protection of so- 
ciety, which can be more effectually ac- 
complished by the reformation of the 
prisoner rather than by elmply punish- 
ing him. and that imprisonment should 
be corrective rather than punitive. 
Hence It is recommended that noth- 
ing Bhould be done to crush the pris- 
oners self-respect or unnecessarily hu- 
miliate him. tnd suggestion is made 
that, in tbe judgment of the commis- 
sion, it it worth while for the prison 
authorities to consider whether the 
lock step, as practiced in the prisons, 

formatory imprison merit.
